Navy Secretary Orders 
Restudy of Promotion 


Taking note of the sentiment in the 
Navy and Marine Corps for an investiga- 
tion of the operation of the present sys- 
tem of promotion, as established in the 
first returns of the poll conducted by the 
ArMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, the Secretary 
of the Navy has directed the General 
Board to make a comprehensive restudy 
of the promotion problem. 

Under the directive given the board, 
all phases of the present promotion sys- 
tem will be studied with a view to advis- 
ing the Secretary as to its success and 
recommending modifications, alterations 
or perfections, 

This action on the part of the Secre- 
tary will meet with general approval 
throughout the Navy and Marine Corps, 
according to the tabulation of returns 
on the JourNAL’'s poll. These returns 
show that of those voting more than 78 
per cent want an investigation of the 
entire service promotion problem, with 
those desiring a Departmental board 
casting more votes than those desiring a 
Congressional inquiry. 

The General Board is planning to make 
the investigation a detailed and search- 
ing one. In order that all may have an 
opportunity to be heard the Board has 
decided to hold hearings, beginning Jan. 
27, at which senior and junior officers 
of the Line, the Staff Corps, and the 
Marine Corps will be called to testify. 
Every class and every group, it is 
promised, will have an opportunity to be 
represented and to present its viewpoint. 

Members of the General Board now 
are Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, Chair 
man, and former chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, Rear Adm, Walton R. Sex- 
ton, Rear Adm. John W. Greenslade, 
Rear Adm, Alfred W. Johnson, and Capt. 
M. K. Metcalfe. 

The Board, it is said, is determined to 
hold hearings as long as necessary to 
secure every fragment of information 
as to the operation of the system. At 
the conclusion of the hearings, which 
will be entirely secret, the Board mem- 
bers will consider whatever grievances 
have been presented and whatever sug- 
gestions for improvement that have been 
made and will draw up its recommenda- 
tions as to the future policy of the De 
partment on promotion and elimination. 

It is interesting to note in the returns 
on the Army AND Navy JOURNAL'S poll 
that included in the more than 78 per 
cent who voted for an investigation of 
promotion were many senior officers who 
at the same time voted that they are in 
favor of the present system. Such a re 
study, many believe, would go far 
toward perfecting the system and 
eliminating some of the causes that 
result in the present expressions of un- 
rest and discontent. 

The returns computed to date in the 
JourNnaL survey shows 175 officers of all 
ranks from ensign to rear admiral in the 
Line and Staff Corps and second lieu- 
tenant to general officer in the Marine 
Corps recorded in favor of the present 
system of selection. Only approximately 
five hundred cards have been tallied so

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Newspaper Editors Comment on National Defense Estimates for 1937 


The National Defense estimates presented to Congress by the President, 
although surpassing those of last year, which were higher than in many peace years, 
evoked little but support from the American press. The wisdom of “a strong man 
armed” being able to keep himself in peace seemed to rule in most of the daily 
newspaper editorial rooms. 





The Washington Star, under the heading “A Billion for Defense” says “Sec- 
tion 111 of the expenditures section of the budget is entitled National Defense. 
It provides for a total of $987,791,966 divided between $567,872,400 for the Navy 
Department and $369,919,566 for the War Department. The round billion dollars 
represents an increase of some $200,000,000 over the previous fiscal year. The 
difference is accounted for mainly by accelerated ship-building under the plan 
progressively to expand the Navy to treaty limits, while higher Army expenditures 
is associated with an expanded air force, mechanization of equipment and housing. 

“Here and there, no doubt, a record peace-time national defense budget will 
be challenged as inconsistent at an hour when administration and Congress are 
co-operating to establish a neutrality designed to keep America out of the war. 
But it should not be overlooked that in his message, references to neutrality, 
President Roosevelt emphasized that an integral feature of that program is 
national defense adequate to safeguard the United States against ‘embroilment 
and attack.’ Hence his recommendation of extraordinary expenditure on the land, 
sea and air establishments. It is no rhetorical flourish to designate these annual 
disbursements as premiums for upkeep of national life insurance. That is exactly 
what they are. 

“The call for nearly a billion for defense coincides with a period of profound 
and wholly incalculable unrest throughout the world. Autocracy and imperialism 
are rampant on an alarming scale. North America is the one and only continent 
that is at the moment free of conflict, either existent or imminent. In Africa 
war actually rages. In Europe nations have their being atop a powder barrel 
which may instantly explode in consequence of the Italo-Ethiopian imbroglio and 
futile League efforts to suppress it. In Asia, Japan is stiffening her demands for 
domination of North China, while controversy with the Soviet over Mongolia 
again threaten to bring long strained Russo-Japanese relations to a critical head. 
On this side of the Atlantic revelations of Communistic machinations in Brazil 
and Uruguay fill all of South America with disquiet. Rio de Janeiro dispatches 
assert that Brazil is about to submit documents with grave bearing on relations 
of the Soviet and the United States.” 


“The News, at Greenville, 8. C., looks for little criticism of the Defense 
Budget. “In view of the world conditions and the martial spirit that continues 
to stalk abroad,” the News states, “there probably will be little criticism of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s recommendation of an appropriation of approximately a billion 
dollars for national defense. The figure is not greatly higher than that of the 
previous year, which was the highest in our history of peace time. Yet there is 
little question that in recent years we have not maintained our Army and Navy 
equipment at a level appropriate for our own adequate defense considering in- 
crease in armaments by most other major nations of the world. 

“We had held back for two reasons. One was the hope that we could per- 
suade other nations to agree seriously to an armament curtailment program of 
limitation. The other was the feeling that situated as we are, with an ocean 





on both sides, we were not particularly vulnerable to attack. But the hop, 
bringing about a world curtailment of armaments has gone glimmering. And yy 
increased armaments abroad there has very properly developed something of 
question in the minds of most citizens, as to just how far we can depend op, 
oceanic ‘isolation’ to protect us in the event that unwanted troubles gh» 
develop. America is well able to afford an adequate defense equipment and 4 
is every good reason for providing it.” 





The Democrat of Waterbury, Conn., asserts “That war is imminent cap’ 
doubted after reading through President Roosevelt’s balanced budget Message 
Congress. One billion dollars is asked for national defense. That can meap } 
one thing. Our Federal fathers down at Washington realize that another g 
world conflict is at hand. It is within the realm of possibilities that the y 
States might be drawn into it. We think it was with this in the back of y 
mind that President Roosevelt talked at such length last Friday night on Kurope 
billigerents. We don’t doubt but that Uncle Sam could successfully stay out, 
such a great war without any loss of prestige power, if the proper precantiy 
were taken. Undoubtedly a national defense is one preparation. We should gj 
ourselves not for war, but to show European and Asiatic firebrands that ip ¢j 
event of war we will be ready to defend ourselves. There is however, no fear 
attack on this nation right now. It certainly would be foolish for any nati 
to attack us unless we were at the moment torn from within, too. 

“Politically the Nation is disturbed right now, more so than it has bee | 
many a year. We don’t believe that revolution is pending. We think if 
were it would do more to make many of us snap out of the queer quirks in whi 
we are indulging than any other single circumstance. From within we need fy 
no turmoil so long as we remain true to American principles. And we know th 
forces that might endeavor to put us into another great war in Europe or As 
80 we can count ourselves as partly armed against this alien.” 

In San Antonio, Tex. the Express states, “This nation cannot afford to ign 
the President’s warning—particularly as it reflects a knowledge of world ¢ 
ditions derived from diplomatic and other world sources. It is necessary the 
the Navy—including the Marine Corps—be maintained at parity with any otbe 
under the principles recognized by the Washington and London limitation treati 

“The Navy—the country’s first line of defense—has its own peculiar missia 
and must be free to operate anywhere. In event of war the Regular Army wou 
be the foundation for a general mobilization designed to protect Continen 
United States, its territories, possessions and the Canal Zone, from attack. 

“To function properly in peace time and to be ready for. passing to war-tis 
strength, the permanent military establishment should enroll 14,000 officers a 
165,000 enlisted men. That means an increase of about 2,000 commissioned person 
and 25,000 rank-and-file, which should be at once. Besides, the Regular Am 
should have an enlisted personnel reserve of 120,000 strong. 

“In a general mobilization no time should be lost in instructing recruits willig 
to learn, but lacking in any idea as to what must be required of them. Such 
reserve could be maintained at comparatively low cost, by enrolling men wi 
previous military service, particularly in the National Guard. 

“The Army Air Corps still is below the authorized strength in personnel 
planes. It should have 2,200 officers, 15,000 enlisted men and 2,320 first line ships 











New Confirmation Policy 


The Senate Military Affairs has 
adopted a new policy in the considera- 
tion of Army nominations, Senator Shep- 
pard, chairman, said following yester- 
day's meeting at which the committee 
voted to report out only the non-promo- 
tion list, National Guard, and reserve 
nominations.” Last week the committee 
actel only on the chief of staff and 
major general nominations. The briga- 
dier generals and promotion list nomi- 
nations will be taken up at later meet- 
ings, the Senator said. 

“There have been no protests received 
by the committee against any of the 
pending nominations,” Senator Sheppard 
said. “We are simply taking our time 
and giving some study to the appoint- 
ments. In the past there have been 
instances where we would report out a 
large number of nominations without 
giving detailed consideration and then 
we would have flare-backs. In the fu- 
ture we have decided to take them up in 
smaller groups. The War Department 
sends up biographical sketches and ser- 
vice records of each officer and we are 
studying them all.” 

The Senate yesterday confirmed the 
nominations reported out last week. 
These were: General Malin Craig to be 
chief of staff; the following to be major 
generals of the line: Brig. Gen. Andrew 
Moses and Brig. Gen. Edward Cole; 
Brig. Gen. Edgar T. Conley to be The 
Adjutant General with rank of major 
general; Col. Walter Lawrence Reed to 
be Inspector General with rank of major 
general, and Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover 
to be chief of the Air Corps with rank 
of major general. 





Would Retire Brig. Gen. Mitchell 


The Senate yesterday passed a bill S. 
2804 authorizing the placing of former 
Brig. Gen. William Mitchell on the re- 
tired list as a colonel. The measure was 
passed by unanimous consent with no 
discussion or debate. The bill now goes 
to the House for consideration.

Aircraft Purchases 


The War Department is looking for- 
ward in the “very near future” to the 
procurement of single-seat pursuit planes 
with a top speed of more than 300 miles 
per hour, Secretary of War Dern advised 
Representative McSwain in a letter this 
week reporting on the operation of the 
system of aircraft procurement by com- 
petition. 

The Secretary told the Chairman of 
the Military Affairs committee that since 
the present procurement policy was put 
into effect a total of 685 airplanes have 
been contracted for. Deliveries under 
these contracts, he said, will total more 
than 500 during 1936, commencing at the 





rate of 20 for the month of January and 


increasing progressively each month 
thereafter. Under the new policy and 
subsequent improvements, Mr. Dern 


stated, “quantity delivery of aircraft are 
now being made for tactical use within 
something less than 2 years of the date 
of advertising.” Such a rate of delivery 
compares most favorably with that of 
foreign powers on which such informa 
tion is available, he declared. 


War Department Circulars 

Cireular No. 72 concluded the 1935 
series of War Department circulars. Cir- 
culars No. 1 and 2 of the 1936 series are 
now being distributed to the service. No. 
1 covers changes in AR 600-185, brought 
about by the new efficiency report form 
recently approved, and changes in AR 
810-200 relating to tables of organiza- 
tion and tables of basic allowances. 
Circular No. 2 authorizes three Air Force 
wing commanders with the rank of 
brigadier general. The latter circular 
also carries a section describing the 
Comptroller General’s regulations re- 
garding the transfer of employes paid 
from Emergency Funds. 

Cireular No. 3, just issued, gives 
changes in AR 600-40, relating to shirt 
for lapel collar coat; changes in AR 40- 
505, relating to treatment in hospitals 
of other government agencies; and calls 
for reports on saluting ammunition for 
cannon. 





Advanced Rank

Japan Quits Naval Conference 


“I have the honor hereby to notify 
your Lordship that as it has become 


| 


sufficiently clear at today’s session of the | 
First Committee that the basic princi- | 


ples embodied in our proposals for com- 
prehensive limitation and reduction of 
naval armaments can not secure general 


support, our delegation has now come to | 
the conclusion we can no longer usefully | 


continue our participation in delibera- 
tions of the present conference.” 

In this diplomatic language Admiral 
Osanic Nagano of the Imperial Japanese 
Navy gave formal notice that Japan was 
withdrawing from the London naval 
conference. 

His action came as no surprise, it was 
foreshadowed in 1935 when Japan an- 
nounced that she would agree to a re- 
newal of the treaty only on condition 
that she was given a navy equal to the 
largest in the world. In the text of the 
statement given out by the Japanese 
delegation the following points were 
made in support of the Japanese conten- 
tion: 

(a) Allocation of an inferior ratio is 
damaging to the National prestige. 

(b) Naval forces enjoy a high degree 
of mobility and can be concentrated ac- 
cording to the needs of the moment on 
very short notice. 

(c) This mobility is increasing and 
therefore if an equilibrium of strength 
is to be established there must be equal 
naval strength among the nations. 

(d) That in order to bring out a real 
disarmament powers should _ abolish 
offensive arms. 


Mr. Norman Davis replying for the 
United States made the following 
points: 


(a) That equality of naval armaments 
not only is not the same as equality of 
security, but the two are incompatible 
and contradictory. 

(b) Equality of security as was rec- 
ognized and established at the Washing- 
ton conference can mean only superior- 
ity of defense in each country’s own 
waters. This depends only in part on 
actual naval strength. 

(c) Other factors are: 1. Strength of 
land and air forces and fortifications ; 2. 
Distances from other powers, length of 
communications, configuration of coast 
line, extent and complexity of responsi- 
bilities, ete. 

(d) It is not possible to make any 
distinction between offensive and defen- 
sive naval vessels. Whether any naval 
armament is offensive or defensive de- 
pends entirely upon the use that Is 
made of it. 

Stripped of verbiage the 
views stand out startlingly clear, and 
do not admit of adjustment. There is 
as great a contrast between the views 
of Japan and Great Britain whose 
spokesman Viscount Monsell, First Lord 
of the British Admiralty, made the fol- 
lowing points: 

(a) In agreement with the United 
States delegation the First Lord said 
“Naval strength in an area of contact 
cannot be measured solely in terms of 
numbers of fighting ships.” 

(b) That a country defending itself 
in or near its own territory has an In- 
herent advantage over an attacking 
force. 

(ec) That warships can not be divided 
into defensive and offensive types. 

(d) A power with world-wide re- 
sponsibilities and a long line of com- 
munications to defend requires greater 
naval force. 

(e) It would be practically impossible 
to concentrate the whole naval forces in 
one part of the world. 

Finally the United Kingdom ranged 
itself squarely beside the American de- 
legation and agreed that “it is impos- 
sible to maintain that equal armament 
give equal security.” 

A casual reading of these principal 
points made by the three leading naval 
powers will convince the most optimistic 
that there was no feasible way to com- 
promise such a downright difference of 
views. A protracted session would only 
accentuate the differences and offer op- 
portunities for prolonged bickering which 
would not improve the good feelings 


conflicting 





among the powers. So it is well the 
Japanese delegation walked out. 

The conference will continue, and the 
Japanese have been invited to send un- 
ofticial observers and have been informed 
that if a future agreement is reached 
they will be invited to give their ad- 
herence. 

It is possible that Germany and Rus- 
sia will be invited by Great Britain, if 
so France and Italy have suggested that 
Turkey, Greece and Yugoslavia also be 
included. That would leave the United 
States the only non-European country 
participating; so it has been further 
suggested that some of the larger South 
American countries be invited, such as 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile. 

Future developments will be interest- 
ing, particularly as the European politi- 
eal situation has not clarified. If 
Great Britain and Italy can compare 
their differences over the colonial situa- 
tion in Africa there will be an excellent 
chance for a European naval agreement. 
Otherwise the chances are dim. It is no 
secret that the real reason for Japan's 
demand for a parity fleet is to protect 
the recent acquisitions made by her 
army in China. The reason for all 
armies and fleets is to protect their na- 
tional interests; if the conflicting inter- 
ests in the Mediterranean area can be 
reconciled the sizes of the fleets can be 
determined very easily. If not there will 
be another disagreement followed by a 
feverish building program in Europe. 





Would Change Marine Selection 

Legislation designed to force the Ma- 
rine Corps to select for promotion some 
of the officers who have been passed 
over by previous selection boards was 
introduced in Congress this week by 
Representative Carl Vinson, chairman 
of the House naval committee. 

Under the terms of the bill H. R. 
10126, no officer would be eligible for 
selection to the next higher grade until 
he had completed four years in grade, 
two years of which must have been—for 
line oflicers—spent with troops. The ef- 
fect of this would be, that until 1938, 
when some of the officers who have been 
selected to the rank they now hold com- 
plete four years in grade, the selection 
boards would have to recommend officers 
who have been passed over one or more 
times. From now until 1938 there will 
be a situation whereby, practically with- 
out exception, each grade subject to 
selection will be filled entirely with pass- 
overs and ofcers who have been pro- 
moted since the selection law went into 
effect in 1084, 

After 1938, there will be officers who 
have not been passed over in all grades 
who have more than four years in grade, 
but even here the Vinson bill would 
make some of them ineligible, by reason 
of the provision whereby two years must 
have been with troops. The bill would 
also amend the Marine Corps personnel 
act so as to require that no officer spend 
more than four years out of any eight 
on duty at Marine Corps Headquarters. 
One effect of this, would be to make in- 
eligible for appointment as the head of 
their Staff Department, several of the 
officers now on the eligible lists. Another 
effect would be to make the Assistant 
Commandant ineligible for appointment 
as Commandant. 


Increased Army Rank 
Senator Sheppard, chairman 
Senate Military Committee, this week 
reintroduced the bill authorizing the 
temporary rank of general for the offi- 
cers commanding the four Armies. Under 
the bill they would receive the pay and 
allowances of major generals and in 
addition the personal money allowance 
prescribed for an admiral of the navy. 
This bill previously was endorsed by the 

War Department. 

Last week Representative Parks intro- 
duced a similar bill, but he would rank 
the commanders of the Panama Canal 
and Hawaiian Departments as generals 
and the commanders of the four Armies 
as lieutenant generals.

Favor Army Increase 

Representative Tilman B. Parks, 
chairman of the House subcommittee on 
military appropriations, declared this 
week that the subcommittee was “going 
to stick by its guns” and provide for 
an Army of 165,000 men next year, de- 
spite the Administration's action in cur- 
tailing the expansion under the 1937 
appropriations to 147,000 men. 

“We appropriated funds last year to 
bring the enlisted strength of the Army 
up to 165,000 this year,” he said. “While 
this has not been done, I expect that the 
subcommittee will stick by its guns and 
add enough money to the budget esti- 
mates to carry out the increase. Of 
course, I don’t know whether or not we 
will prevail, but that will be what the 
subcommittee will recommend, 1 be- 
lieve.” 

If Congress again provides funds for 
an increase to 165,000, the Bureau of 
the Budget, under an agreement with 
the War Department will release the 
full amount of money appropriated in 
the current supply bill and permit that 
strength to be reached during this year. 
The agreement provides that recruiting 
be continued so as to attain an enlisted 
strength of 147,000 men by the end of 
February, and remain at that figure 
until the 1987 supply bill is enacted. 
If a strength of 165,000 is provided for 
next year, the Budget Bureau will then 
release the remainder of the $20,000,000 
appropriation. 

Under the President’s budget message, 
it was said that the Administration plans 
to maintain 147,000 men through the 
fiscal year 1937, gradually build up to 
165,000 men during the fiscal year 1938, 
and carry 165,000 through 1939, 

Hearings on the Army bill were con- 
cluded yesterday. The subcommittee 
will start marking up the measure next 
week and expects to have it ready to re- 
port by the end of the month, With mem- 
bers of the group desirous of providing 
for the Service’s needs to the fullest 
extent possible, considerable discussion 
will be necessary to decide what to in- 
clude in the bill. 

“We hope to be able to get additional 
money for coast defenses,” said Mr. 
Parks. “But we can’t increase the total 
of the bill too much. What makes it 
difficult is that $129,000,000 is carried in 
the estimate for rivers and harbors, 
which makes the estimates higher than 
they have been for several years. We 
all want to take care of the coast de- 
fenses, housing and the aircraft program 


and will have to work it out to see 
what we can do. 
“Something has to be done about 


housing in Hawaii and Panama. Why 
at that engineer post in the Canal Zone, 
they are living in houses built by the 


French before we took it over. And 
‘shanty-town’ at Schofield Barracks 


should be removed. These Army officers 
are public spirited. They say they would 
rather put up with such shacks and 


use the money for National Defense 
purposes. The committee, however, does 


not want to let them do it.” 

With regard to funds for a year's 
training of 1000 Reserve Officers, Con- 
gressman Parks declared that the com- 
mittee wanted to provide for the training 
and “certainly would allow funds for at 
least some of them.” He indicated that 
they would follow the budget estimates 
with regard to new aircraft, adding that 
he believed that that was about all that 
the Army could handle.

Praises General Parker 

Maj. Gen. Frank Parker, until recently 
commanding general of the Philippine 
Department, probably will report at Ft. 
Hamilton, N. Y., to assume command of 
the First Division early in April, it 
was stated at the War Department this 
week, 

General and Mrs. Parker left Manila 
on the President Harrison in December, 
to return to the United States by the 
way of the Suez Canal. There two daugh- 
ters, Misses Ann and Katherine Parker, 
left earlier, planning to meet their par- 
ents in New York. 

Prior to the General’s departure Hon. 
Frank Murphy, United States High Com 
missioner, gave out the following state- 
ment: 

Major General Frank Parker has been an 
able and efficient Department Commander. 
In his comparatively brief tour of service 
in the Philippine Islands he has impressed 
his personality indelibly upon the many with 
whom he has had official contact, and he 
will leave behind him an unusual record 
of achievement. 

A man of decision and action, his per- 
sonal enthusiasm about his work and collat- 
eral activities has been an inspiration to 
everyone associated with him. Illustrative 
of his capacity for constructive achievement 
is his accomplishment in connection with 
aviation in the Philippines. At much incon- 
venience and no small personal risk. Gen 
eral Parker led aerial surveys to the re- 
motest sections of the Islands, and largely 
due to his keen interest and tireless energy, 
many landing fields have been acquired by 
the Philippine Government, and within a 
year at most every town of the Philippines 
will be within a day's journey of Manila. 
This will mean much, in addition to its 
commercial and military importance, from 
the standpoint of the general health and 
welfare. 

The United States Army is highly re- 
garded by the civilian community in the 
Philippines today largely due to General 
Parker, who, by his practical and sym- 
pathetic attitude, has proved himself to be 
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a splendid representative of his country. 

I am deeply indebted to him for his un- 
failingly helpful cooperation with me dur- 
ing my tenure as Governor General, and as 
he departs from the Philippines I feel that 
it is my duty as well as pleasure to testify 
to his good works and to wish him every 
success in the future. 


Sergeant Morgan Awarded Medal 

Secretary of War Dern has announced 
the award of the Soldier's Medal to 
Master Sergeant Stanley R. Morgan, 
Signal Corps, for heroism displayed dur 
ing the influenza epidemic at Point Bar 
row, Alaska, from April 24, to May 7, 
1935. In spite of the fact that he was 
seriously ill with influenza and = pneu- 
monia, Sergeant Morgan remained at his 
post as radio operator and transmitted 


appeals for assistance for the natives 
stricken with the disease. 
Sergeant Morgan is best known for 


having transmitted to the outside world 
the first news of the airplane disaster 
in which Will Rogers and Wiley Post 
were killed near Point Barrow’ on 
August 15, 1935. He is at present on 
leave of absence and will be on duty 
at Seattle, Wash., for a year prior to 
returning to his isolated post at the top 
of the North American Continent.

Praise Rescue Work of Officers 

The extraordinary heroism of Lieu- 
tenants Leonard F. Harman, Air Corps, 
of Boise, Idaho, and Robert K. Giovan 
noli, Air Corps, of Lexington, Kentucky, 
in rescuing the injured survivors of the 
recent crash of the large Boeing bomber 
at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, was at- 
tested by a testimonial submitted today 
to Secretary of War, George If Dern 
by the employees of the Boeing Aircraft 
Company, of Seattle, Washington. The 
testimonial, in the form of a parchment 
scroll, is signed by every employee of 
the Boeing Company. 

In the fatal accident which occurred 
on October 30, 1985, Major VPloyer P. 
Ifill, distinguished Army aviator, and 
Leslie R. Tower, test pilot of the Boeing 


Company, were fatally hurt and three 
other members of the crew were criti- 
cally injured. When the big plane 


crashed and burst into flames Lieuten- 
ants Harman and Giovannoli rushed to 
the scene of the accident. Disregarding 
their personal safety they plunged into 
the flames repeatedly and rescued the 
injured members of the crew. Both 
officers were painfully burned but con- 
tinued their rescue work until all per- 
sons in the plane had been removed. 

In transmitting the Boeing testimonial 
to Major General Oscar Westover, Chief 
of the Air Corps, Secretary Dern added 
his personal and official commendation 
of the two officers for courageously risk- 
ing their own lives in the rescue.

Navy Model Basin 

A bill introduced by Representative 
Vinson of Georgia authorizes the Navy 
to build a model basin for experimenta- 
tion to select designs for aircraft and 
vessels at a cost not to exceed $3,500,-

such a basin has been urged by Rear 
Adm.

and it is not unlikely that had our poll called for a choice as between a special 
board and the General Board, the majority would have been in favor of the latter. 
We cannot be didactic, of course, upon this point. But we are sure the General 
Board will make a determined effort to ascertain the facts and will pay special 
attention to the views of officers in the lower grades. That this is to be expected 
may be gathered from the personnel of the Board. We have reason to believe that 
at present the Board is divided between advocates of the present system and 
advocates of changes. Thus we are assured of impartiality. Moreover, as the 
Navy knows, the Board is actuated by the single purpose of doing what is best for 
it and for the development of morale to the highest point possible to reach. In its 
consideration, the Board will have available the tabulation and the individual com- 
ments we are publishing weekly. Naturally, under our pledge of confidence, we 
would not be able te furnish the Board with any information other than that con- 
tained in our columns, since the cards from which we made the tables and extracted 
the comments in last week and this week’s issues have been destroyed, just as will 
be destroyed the cards which will enter into the tabulation next week. But it is 
agreed that the summaries we are publishing present views of the greatest possible 
value in the consideration being given to the vital matter of the method of promo- 
tion to be hereafter observed, whether selection or modified selection or other form. 
It is gratifying to the services and the JourNnat that this special consideration of 
the personnel problem has been brought about.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Tour of C-in-C of Fleet—Although many naval officers had hoped that the retention 
of Admiral Joseph M. Reeves as Commander-in-Chief of the U. 8. Fleet for two 
years was to establish a precedent, it appears that this is not to be. A year tour 
of duty is considered by a large number of officers to be too short for the proper 
efficiency of the Fleet, and the former practice of relieving the C-in-C every June 
was much criticized. The selection of Vice Adm. Arthur J. Hepburn, Commander, 
Scouting Force, as Admiral Reeves’ successor is looked upon, however, as a 
return to the policy in force up to two years ago of giving more flag officers turns 
in the high fleet commands, inasmuch as Admiral Hepburn will be due for shore 
duty when he completes one year as Commander-in-Chief. Not only will this fact 
probably result in a one year term for Admiral Hepburn, but as his logical succes- 
sor, Admiral William D. Leahy, will have completed two years at sea in June of 
1937, he too, if elevated to the Fleet command will have but a year to serve. 
Admiral Leahy, who will become Battle Force Commander in April, was, with 
Admiral Hepburn, probably most frequently mentioned for the C-in-C post this 
year. Of the other newly selected “high commands” Rear Adm. Clarence C. 
Kempff who in April will become Commander of Battleships, Battle Force, with 
rank of vice admiral, will be due for shore duty in June, 1937, while Rear Adm. 
William T. Tarrant, who becomes Scouting Force Commander in June, will still 
have two years left on his cruise in 1937, as he is now ashore serving as Com- 
mandant of the Eleventh Naval District. 











New Infantry Organization.—The new infantry organization designed to increase 
the flexibility and mobility, as well as the rapidly available firepower of the infantry 
regiment has now been under test by the 29th Infantry at Fort Benning, Ga., since 
October. Although all the equipment required for the organization is not yet avail- 
able there has been sufficient for operation and more will be delivered to the outfit 
shortly. 

Maj. Gen. Edward Oroft, chief of infantry, under whose regime the plans for 
the organization were worked out, is planning to go to Benning next week for a 
number of days inspection of the new set-up. During his visit the 29th will undergo 
a number of tests illustrative of the advantages of the new system. Next Summer 
formal reports on the results of the experiments will be forwarded to Washington 
with appropriate recommendations. Upon the study of these reports will depend 
what alterations in the new set-up will be ordered and also whether or not it is

The Navy Budget—-While generally speaking the Navy Department budget ex 
mates were satisfactory to naval officials, close study of the figures shows that 
the increase in money does not represent any important enlargement of the nayg) 


forces. A total of $567,872,400 is allowed for the Navy during the fiscal yeg, 
1937, under President Roosevelt’s budget, as compared with estimated expengj. 


tures of $425,350,500 for the current year and actual expenditures of $321,410,530,9 
for the year which ended last June. 

Pacifists are expected to attempt to make much of this facial increase. However 
the additional money will be used principally for two things; one, for the nayg) 
building program already projected which reaches its peak this year and next: 
and two, to take care of an increase of 5,000 men required to man the new ships 
for which provision has already been made. The heavy cost of constructing 1% 
fighting ships, about half of the combatant fleet in numbers though not tonnage 
has hitherto been borne to a large extent by work relief funds. These are now 
being exhausted and regular appropriations must be provided to finish this large 
number of ships, which, of course, are merely the necessary result of failing to 
carry on regular replacements during the past decade. 

Other increases in the budget are in aviation, the naval reserve, public works 
and ordnance replacements. Naval aviation, though receiving a decrease in actual 
cash, will have nearly five millions more available next year. than this through 
an increase in the allowed contract authorization. Including contract authorization, 
aviation will have $52,000,000 next year as against $47,322,310 this year. With 
this money there will be purchased 273 replacement airplanes, 44 for the Naval 
Reserve and 60 new planes to build up to treaty strength. The 60 planes include 
six four-engine patrol boats, 30 two-engine patrol boats, and 24 scout observation 
planes. 

Ten millions in public work projects are allowed of which half of the funds 
are contained in the budget. Two and a half millions is provided for harbor im. 
provement at Pearl Harbor, T. H. $1,160,000 is allowed for extension of the 
Naval Academy to provide for the increase in midshipmen, and $220,000 is allowed 
at the Academy for installment of new illumination. A recent Board of Visitors 
to the Naval Academy criticized the antiquated lighting system in midshipmen’s 
rooms, declaring that it was responsible for many physical failures. Funds totaling 
$200,000 were allowed for an extension to the Naval Hospital, San Diego, Calif, 
the facilities of which have been overtaxed as the result of the entire fleet being 
on the West Coast most of the time. No funds were allowed the Washington 
Naval Hospital, authorized several years ago. Money was provided, however, 
for a three and a half million dollar ship model basin, the need for which Rear 
Adm. Emory 8. Land, Chief Constructor, has been stressing. 

The Naval Reserve receives $1,222,000 additional under the budget, to pro 
vide for additional personnel and training, and for the first time funds are pro 
vided for training for the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve. The Bureau of 
Ordnance was granted an increase of $1,800,000 to provide necessary additions 
to the ammunition war reserve. Limited appropriations in recent years have 
reduced the reserve below the danger line. Additional funds for transportation 
were granted, but the principal project of interest to the enlisted personnel, the 
reenlistment bonus, was not allowed by the Bureau of the Budget. 


The Army Budget—With hearings already at a close and a report to the House of 
Representatives soon to be made by the subcommittee on War Department appro 
priations, the Army and the public soon will know the disposition of the House 
Appropriations committee toward the estimates submitted last week by the Presi- 
dent. The reduction in enlisted personnel below that provided in the current bill, 
the failure to restore reenlistment allowance and to provide adequate grades and 
ratings, the total omission of funds for the Thomason bill giving ROTC graduates 
extended active duty, and other shortcomings in the estimates provide a real 
problem. 

A study of the estimates brings out many interesting points. 

The pay of the Army shows a general increase of $6,383,000 for the fiscal 
year 1937 over the fiscal year 1936. To a large extent this is due to the fact that 
the bill provides for the base pay of 147,000 enlisted men for a full year a 
against the amount of money provided in the 1936 bill for increasing the Regular 
Army from 118,750 to 165,000 enlisted men over a twelve-month period. During 
the fiscal year 1936 the additional men were seventh grade privates. The 1987 
estimates include funds for the minimum number of corporals, sergeants, cooks, 
ete., and for a slight additional number of ratings necessary to meet the increas 
ing use of mechanical devices in the Army. Increased funds are provided for 
normal step-ups for length of service, for the Promotion Act, and for Air Corps 
temporary promotion. 

The estimates under Field Exercises are $191,000 less than provided for dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1936. However, a similar amount is provided in the National 
Guard section of the estimates so that the total amount for field exercises will be 
approximately the same as during the fiscal year 1936. It is proposed to hold an 
Army Maneuver in the Second Army Area during the fiscal year 1937 very similar 
to that held in the First Army Area during the fiscal year 1936 which was 
eminently successful. It was the largest troop concentration since the World War. 
The Regular Army, National Guard and Organized Reserve elements of the First 
Army all participated. The commanders and staffs of all units received most 
valuable training in all phases of the concentration, supply and maneuver. Train 
ing of this*type is most vital to our national defense and its continuation during 
the fiscal year 1937 is assured, as the funds will permit the concentration of the 
Regular Army troops and the four National Guard Divisions in the Second Army 
Area. An Army Command Post Exercise similar to that held last year will be 
held in the Third Army Area. This is intended to prepare for a maneuver to 
held one year later in this Third Army Area.

essary because of the greater number of men in the mounted organizations. 

The water supply at the Military Academy at West Point has been inade- 
quate for a number of years and is polluted. $431,000 is included in the esti- 
mates to purchase vital sections of the water shed. While this will improve the 
situation, it will by no means correct it entirely. Additional land will have to 
ye purchased in order to satisfactorily correct the situation. 

The increased funds provided for the Signal Corps in the fiscal year 1987 are 
pecessary in order to provide adequate signal communications largely for the Air 
Corps and the mechanized units. Part of the increase is for the research and 
development necessary to keep abreast of modern developments. 

Approximately $17,000,000 more is provided in the Air Corps estimates for 
the fiscal year 1937 than during the fiscal year 1936. Of this amount about 
3,000,000 is needed to augment the funds previously allowed for maintenance, 
which was insufficient to keep equipment in the condition desired. The remainder 
of the increase is largely for the purchase of airplanes. As to new planes, it is 
expected that 442 will be procured for the Regular Army, 50 for the National 
guard, and 15 for the Organized Reserves, making a total of 507. However, it 
js expected that 431 planes will be washed out during the year. Thus, the num- 
wr of airplanes on hand on June 30, 1936, approximately 1342, will be increased 
by only 76 during the next fiscal year. 

* The increase over 1936 provided for the Engineer Service, Army, is to be used 
largely to augment military surveying and mapping. 

Funds provided in the 1937 estimates will permit the continuation of the 
War Department’s five-year program for mechanization and motorization. Under 
the program half of the needed mechanized equipment for the Second Regiment 
of Cayalry at Ft. Knox will be provided, thus making that program about three- 
fourths complete. It is also expected to complete the equipment for the Battalion 
af Field Artillery with the mechanized Cavalry. Also under the light tank pro- 
gam for the Infantry will be a little more than half completed while the medium 
tank program will remain for the future. Additional anti-aircraft armament 
will be secured. 

The estimates for the National Guard for the fiscal year 1987 support a 
strength of 195,000 officers and men, an increase of 5000 which was authorized 
during the fiscal year 1936. Forty-eight armory drills and 15 days of field train- 
ing are provided. Funds are also included to permit 4 National Guard Divisions 
to participate in the Second Army Maneuver. 

Organized Reserve activities will continue in the fiscal year 1987 on approxi- 
mately the same basis as during 1936 except that 300 Air Corps Reserve officers 
will be placed on active duty for a year with the Regular Army Air Corps tac- 
tial units instead of 200 provided for in the fiscal year 1936. The increased funds 
made available to the Organized Reserves will permit this. 20,000 Reserve Officers 
an be given 14 days’ training, the same as in 1936. 

The 1937 estimates support, in addition to the old, the new Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps units authorized to be organized during the last year and include 
provision for replacing with modern trucks the war-time trucks in the Field Ar- 
tillery units. 

Funds included in the estimates for the Citizens’ Military Training Camps are 
the same as in the fiscal year 1986. Due to rising costs of clothing and other items, 


it is expected that only 27,500 can be trained in the fiscal year 1936. 


Amy Investigations—At a time when the names of a few officers of the Army 
are being mentioned in connection with charges of corruption, it is worth while 
to call the attention of the country to the following excerpts from the report of 
the House Military Committee on its investigation of the procurement activities of 
the War Department: 

When the original resolution No. 275 was adopted in the Seventy-third Congress, we 
told the Members of the House that our investigation would not be a publicity stunt, that we 
wuld make a thorough examination, sparing no guilty man, regardless of his rank in the 
Army or his station in private life. 

We also assured the House that each of us would be as careful of the reputation of 
the men we would investigate as we were of our own. 

We have not had public hearings unless we have been certain that our conclusions have 
heen well founded. 

We have made no charges that have not been sustained. We have been extremely careful 
waseertain the whole truth before reporting facts to the Congress or to the press. 

The officers and men of our Army ought to congratulate themselves that such a small 
umber of their members have been found to have been guilty in any way of illegal or 
corrupt conduct. 

At no time in its history has the War Department undergone such a thorough investi- 
fition as the present one by this committee. 

The effect of the investigation by this committee ought to strengthen and confirm the 
wnfidence of the American people in the honesty and efficiency of the very large majority 
our Army. 

It has been necessary for us in the interest of national defense, to call the attention 
the Nation to a very few corrupt and unworthy officers in our Army. 

We are as proud as ever of the balance of our fighting men—those thousands of faith 
ful, able, conscientious, and high-minded officers, noncommissioned officers and enlisted men 
vo in time of peace are preparing themselves for still greater service in time of war. 

We believe that our exposure of men who have proven themselves unworthy will prove 
‘warning to all War Department personnel for the next hundred years. 

The results of our investigation so far have already saved the Government millions 
(dollars, and we also believe that perhaps tens of millions of dollars will be saved in 
he future. 

We know the findings of the Committee to be in accordance with the facts. 
lis tribute to the integrity of the Army as a whole is one which will cause the 
‘intry pride and be accepted by the Service as a proper recognition of the 
tigh principles which animates its personnel.

Rank for Chaplains and Judge Advocates—Two bills giving higher ranks in staff 
branches of the Army were introduced in Congress this week. Bill H. R. 10188, 
providing an assistant Judge Advocate General of the Army with the rank of 
brigadier general, was introduced by Representative McSwain of South Carolina. 
Bill H. R. 10083, introduced by Representative Kvale of Minnesota, would make 
the Chief of Chaplains a brigadier general. 

Mr. McSwain’s bill provides: 

“That section 8 of the National Defense Act, as amended, is hereby further 
amended so as to provide for an Assistant Judge Advocate General with the rank 
of brigadier general to be selected and appointed as provided by law for assistant 
chiefs of branches: Provided, That the total commissioned strength of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department shall not thereby be increased.” 

Mr. Kvale’s bill provides: 

“That the Chief of Chaplains of the Army shall hereafter have the rank, pay, 
and allowances of a brigadier general.” 


Dirigible for Army—An apparent effort to revive construction of large dirigibles 
for military purposes, was made this week by Representative O’Connell, of Rhode 
Island. The Navy has abandoned such construction and development but may re- 
sume it after the report of the Durand committee is studied and made public. 
Representative O'Connell would have a special type, in which he has evidenced 
much interest, constructed under a government loan to a private concern and then 
turned over to the Army for military purposes. The type he is interested in is 
known as the “suspension-bridge-type frame”. Accordingly, Mr. O'Connell has intro- 
duced a bill, H. R. 10186, authorizing the loan and construction. 

In an extension of remarks in: the Congressional Record, the Rhode Island 
Congressman said: “The commercial airship is already demonstrated to be the 
safest and most practical means for economical long-distance overseas transporta- 
tion, at greater speed than is possible to achieve with the surface vessel. Its flight 
of many thousands of miles without refueling establishes it also to be relatively as 
speedy as heavier-than-air craft which must delay for weather conditions and 
have convenient landing ports en route. The airship has the further advantages of 
large pay load and of lower transportation cost; it has also a 100-percent safety 
record and schedule performance in strictly commercial service. * * * Congress is 
now considering means to avoid being drawn into future conflicts, and for this 
reason are making provision for enlarging our military, naval, and heavier-than-air 
forces. The great airship, when properly designed and equipped with airplanes and 
guns for defense, may eventually develop to be of major military value, and we 
Should not allow the result of our failures with foreign-designed airships to influ- 
ence our judgement of what might be accomplished by American engineers. We 
should give our American engineers an opportunity to demonstrate what they can 
do, not only for military defense but also for commercial overseas service.” 


Generals and Lieutenant Generals of the Army—Nine officers of the U. 8. Army 
have held the rank of General and 14 the rank of Lieutenant General during the 
history of the United States, a research recently conducted by the War Department 
Shows. Of interest, in connection therewith is a notation that George Washington 
never held the rank of General under the present United States, although such a 
runk was created for him. 

George Washington held the rank of General and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Continental Army from June 15, 1775, to December 23, 1783. He was appointed 
lieutenant-general and Commander-in-Chief of the United States Army on July 8, 
1798. The office of “general” under the present form of Government was first 
established by section 9, of the act approved March 3, 1799, while Washington was 
holding the office of commander with rank of lieutenant general, and which pro- 
vided “that a commander of the Army of the United States shall be appointed and 
commissioned by the style of ‘general of the Armies of the United States’; and the 
present office and title of lieutenant general shall thereafter be abolished.” While 
the purpose of this legislation was undoubtedly to confer the title of general upon 
Washington no record has been found at the War Department to show that the 
appointment was ever made.

Rep. Hoeppel Sentence 

Justice Daniel W. O’Donoghue in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Col- 
umbia passed sentence on Representative 
John H. Hoeppel, of California, and his 
son Charles, on Jan. 10, decreeing that 
each should serve from four months to 
one year in jail. The Congressman and 
his son were convicted on charges of 
conspiring to sell an appointment to the 
United States Military Academy. How- 
ever, they were permitted to remain at 
liberty under $1,000 bond each pending 
an appeal. 

Following the sentence Representative 
Hoeppel said that he is confident the 
conviction will be overruled in the Court 
of Appeals. “We are going to rush it,” 
he is quoted as saying, “because we are 
certain of winning on a technical point 
on the lack of evidence and on the fact 
that one woman juror was in serious 
pain and never believed me guilty. I 
don’t intend to appear on the House 
floor until the case is settled.”

Gen. Crosby was born in Fairmount, 
Kans,, December 24, 1871, the son of 
George HIeman and Jane Ball Crosby. 
He was educated there and in Chicago 
and was appointed to the Military Aca- 
demy from Illinois in 1889. Upon his 
graduation in 1893 he was commissioned 
a second lieutenant of Clavalry and as- 
signed to the 8th Calvalry. During his 37 
vears of Army service he was identified 
continuously with the Calvalry, except 
for a period during the World War. 

He saw service in Cuba, the Philip- 
pines and on the Mexican border. In 
1908-04 he was engaged in an expedi- 
tion against hostile natives in the Philip- 
pines, during which he distinguished 
himself on several occasions. He rose to 
the rank of lieutenant colonel before the 
World War and on August 5, 1917, bade 
a temporary farewell to the Cavalry to 
assume command as colonel of the 351th 
Infantry of the 88th National Guard 
Division. He was highly commended for 
the superior discipline and training of 
his regiment. 

After the armistice he returned to the 
Cavalry with the rank of colonel, Regu- 
lar Army. He served as an instructor in 
the General Staff School, Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kans., and as assistant command- 
ant at the Army War College here. He 
was a continuous resident of the District 
from the time he came to the War 





College in 1922 until his retirement from 
the office of Commissioner 11 years later. 
He became chief of Cavalry with the 
rank of major general on March 21, 1926, 
and wes nearing the end of his tour 
four years later when he retired.

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Praises Military Schools 

High tribute to military schools and 
colleges, to General Charles P. Summer- 
all, USA-Ret., and the Citadel of which 
he is president, was given by Repre- 
sentative John J. McSwain, chairman of 
the House Military Affairs Committee, 
in an extension of remarks published in 
the Congressional Record of January 13. 

“The people of the United States, and 
especially the people of South Carolina,” 
Chairman McSwain said, “are fortunate 
in that one of our great schools is 
headed by a man of the character and 
accomplishments of Gen. Charles Pelot 
Summerall. The institution to which I 
refer is the Military College of South 
Carolina, popularly known for about one 
hundred years as the Citadel. Located 
at Charleston, 8S. C., this venerable in- 
stitution has been a powerful influence 
in the formation of the characters of 
many of our leading citizens. When 
General Summerall retired from the 
Army with the rank of full general, the 
board of visitors of the Citadel imme- 
diately thought of asking him to head 
their great institution of learning. I 
was happy to be one of those who urged 
upon General Summerall the acceptance 
of this wonderful opportunity to con- 
tinue his life of useful service to the 
Nation. It seemed to many of us a most 
fitting thing that General Summerall 
should crown a life of public service 
and of military glory by devoting his 
talents and his rich and varied expe- 
rience to the cause of education. In 80 
doing, he would be following the ex- 
ample of such great soldiers as Robert 
E. Lee, Stephen D, Lee, John A. Le- 
jeune, William R. Smith, and many 
others who turned from a career of 
arms to the cause of instructing, inspir- 
ing, and guiding young men.” 

“Some people, who are theorists and 
inclined to be pacifists,” Mr. McSwain 
declared, “may express opposition to 
military training; but fathers and 
mothers who have sons of college age 
want to know where their boys are, not 
only in the daytime but especially at 
night. 

“Recently I was in a college town and 
had to catch a 3 o'clock train. Long be- 
fore I was called by the night clerk at 
the hotel I had been awakened by loud 
talking, running, heavy walking, shout- 
ing, and screaming in other rooms of 
the hotel. When I made inquiry, I was 
told that the disturbance was caused by 
intoxicated young men from the college. 
Needless to say, it was not a school 
where military training and discipline 
prevailed. I thought of the contrast. It 
is a very strange idea that some people 
have that military training for a boy 
of college age will make a militarist out 
of him. The very opposite is apt to be 
the truth. While it will not make a 
pacifist out of him, and will inspire him 
with genuine patriotism, it will enable 
him to appraise and to judge the proper 
limits of militarism and prepare him as 
a citizen soldier to help defend his 
country, without surrendering the right 
and duty of defense to the professional 
soldiers, from whom -the dangers of 
militarism might come. Of course, the 
small force of professional soldiers in 
America can never be a menace or a 
source of danger from militarism. Since 
we have no military caste or clique, and 
since the officer ranks are constantly re- 
cruited from civilian sources, many of 
them from humble homes, it is impossi- 
ble to build up in America a military 
faction that would ever be dangerous to 
the public liberties.”

Letters on Navy Promotion Survey 
Bditor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


With respect to Question Number 2 
propounded in your postal card received 
this day, which incidently I have an- 
swered in the aflirmative, the thought 
naturally arises as to what necessitates 
so drastic a weeding out of Naval Acad- 
emy classes at seven-year intervals. Will 
the large number at present indicated 
be retired because they are not good offi- 
cers, because they have not taken advan- 
tage of the training offered them, be- 
cause they have not been able to satis- 
factorily assume the responsibilities as- 
signed to them, or because their records 
indicate a lack of ability to perform the 
duties incident to the grade to which 
they would otherwise be promoted? 
While the answer to the above might 
possibly be in the affirmative with re- 
spect to fifteen per cent of a class, it 
must obviously be in the negative re- 
garding the remainder. The reason for 
the tremendous number of involuntary 
separations from the active list of the 
Navy is that the law fixing the number 
of line officers also arbitrarily fixes the 
distribution of these in the several 
grades, without any respect to whether 
or not efficient officers must be sacrificed 
in order to keep within the percentage 
allowed in each class. 

It is submitted that the above system 
is a perfect illustration of getting the 
cart before the horse. The more equit- 
able, fair and logical approach to the 
problem would seem to be to ascertain 
what percentage of the average Naval 
Academy class possesses the qualities 
deemed necessary to fit them to effici- 
ently discharge the duties of lieutenant 
commander after fourteen years of com- 
missioned service, or commander after 





twenty-one years of service. Having ar- | 
rived at this percentage, the next step | 


would be to ask Congress to fix the per- 
centage in the grades of lieutenant com- 
mander and commander at such a num- 
ber as would permit the selection of the 
percentage of each class as above defer- 
mined. In other words, there should be 
in the record of a lieutenant or lieuten- 
ant commander not selected for the next 
higher grade something to indicate that 
he does not possess the all around qual- 
ities of an officer of that rank. There 
should be some better reason than that 
the arbitrary figure fixed by Congress as 
to the number of officers in the grades of 
lieutenant commander and commander 
does not allow for promotion. 

The advantages which appear to be 
inherent in such a system as outlined 
above are: 

a. Relative permanency of officer per- 
sonnel. 

b. It would insure a midshipman upon 
graduation at the Naval Academy that if 
he availed himself of the opportunities 
offered him for becoming proficient in 
his profession, was industrious and pro- 
ficient in the performance of his duties 
to a degree commensurate with his rank, 
and whose record from a disciplinary 
standpoint warranted it, of remaining 
on the active list of the Navy at least 
until he had reached the grade of com- 
mander and served thirty-two years, in- 
cluding his four years at the Academy. 

ec. This would result that when an offi- 
cer who was proficient in the duties of 
his grade, was retired, he would have 
served two years longer than officers 
who count their Naval Academy ser- 
vices, may, under the present law vol- 
untarily retire in the discretion of the 
President. Thus when an officer was re- 
tired in the grade of commander he 
would have served such a length of time 
as to prevent the cry being raised that 
the retired list was being steadily filled 
with able-bodied young officers who 
throughout the remainder of their lives 
were to be a drain upon the tax payers. 

d. Such a system would offer a much 
greater inducement in obtaining the offi- 
cer material desired. 

Under the present system only about 
one out of every four graduates of a 
Naval Academy class can expect to reach 
the grade of commander. I doubt if the 
kind of a person we want as an officer 
would be drawn to the service if cogni- 
zant of the fact that his chance of be- 








coming a commander is only twenty-five 
per cent. There is no inconsistency in 
following this plan, even with the knowl- 
edge that the attrition in the ranks of 
commander and captain will be much 
greater than in the lower ranks. The 
reason for it is simply that it may be 
argued that only officers of the decidedly 
superior type should occupy the grades 
of rear admiral and captain, the latter 
being considered potential flag officers. 
The system as finally decided upon and 
carried out must be one which results 
in the balancing of the diverse interests 
involved, and it is believed that the one 
herein outlined does that. One of the 
main, if not the chief, advantages of- 
fered by a naval career previously has 
been that it was certain, that is, within 
reason. Of course, it is said in refuting 
this statement that the selection law of 
1916 (and the plucking board act previ- 
ous thereto) did away with this, but it 
must be remembered that up until a very 
few years ago this law (certainly inso- 
far as the rank of lieutenant commander 
was concerned) acted in fact in the ca- 
pacity only of a plucking board in that 
it resulted in dispensing with only the 
manifestly unfit, but yet who were able 
to pass the promotion examination and 
succeeded in avoiding diciplinary action 
against them. The selection law of 1916 
has only recently begun to function as 
such. Also the officers in the grade of 
lieutenant commander heretofore retired 
have done so on a retired pay of approxi- 
mately $250 per month, so at least an 
officer has, in the past, been assured a 
career up to such a time as would in- 
sure to him a retired pay which would 
be adequate to give him a living, if not 
an affluent one. However, the present 
plan is to retire a lieutenant with eigh- 
teen years of service, including Naval 
Academy time, with $83 per month.

Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 


I desire to submit the following com- 
ment and views concerning the enclosed 
ballot and my replies thereon. 

I do not consider that questions 3 and 
4 fairly present either alternative con- 
ditions or the full basis for selection. I 
consider that they will mislead officers 
into thinking that they are the sole 
propositions of importance in selection. 
The conditions for selection of junior 
officers are quite different from those 
attendant on selection of seniors in that 
the former is more of a “selection out” 
while the latter is selection for high 
command based on every element that 
enters into formation of judgment of 
members of selection boards within the 
purview of their oath to consider both 
the fitness of the individual and the 
best interest of the Service. Te present 
alternatives of “evidence of fitness re- 
ports” vs “service reputation” or to re- 
quire consideration only on the basis of 
both is to take the character and soul 
out of selection. There are intangibles 
in selection which I think the service is 
learning to accept and entrust to selec- 
tion boards. Manifestly “fitness reports” 
constitute the only fair basis for selec- 
tion of junior officers; manifestly, many 
other considerations enter into selection 
of “senior officers”, including personal 
knowledge as well as “service reputa- 
tion.” 

“Service reputation” is a dangerous 
phrase to insert into selection. In its 
highest sense it can mean nothing else 
than the sum total of opinions of re- 
sponsible officers, under whom the indi- 
vidual has performed duty, as presented 
by fitness reports. Otherwise boards 
would be accepting the idea of establish- 
ing “service reputation” through the 
medium of irresponsible personal opin- 
ion which will be affected by social re- 
lations, group and class affiliations, and 
friendships of the kind which overlook 
faults and character weaknesses. 

Question 5 ignores the fact that study 
of the promotion problem is constantly 
being made by the responsible agencies 
of the Navy Department which are con- 
cerned with the morale of the individual 
— the efficiency and good of the Ser- 
vice. 

I consider therefore that your ballot 
is quite deficient in that it gives no offi-

far, and as opposed to 175 for the 
eystem, 325 declared that they did not 
favor it, a percentage of 65% against 


ajgein favor. An incomplete analysis 
of the replies to the survey shows that 
aficers who have been passed over for 
selection, Who might be expected to op- 
pose the system, did not by any means 


wntrol the result. Excluding ollicers 
passed-over, the percentage was 58% 
ygainst the present system, to 42% in 
favor. 

On Question 2, “Do you believe the 
present form of attrition harmful to 


morale?’ 68% replied in the aflirmative 


and 32% in the negative. Not counting 
officers Who have been passed-over, ofli- 
cers were divided 63% yes to 37% no. 


The vote on Question No. 3 showed 
0.9% of the officers voting of the belief 
that fitness reports are not a sufficient 
pasis for selection. Sixty-eight per cent 
favored the Sims’ plan and 78.9% 
favored a restudy of the personnel with 
advocates of a special departmental 
hoard outnumbering those who desired 
a Congressional investigation. 

An interesting phase of the survey are 
the comments of officers voting. Follow- 
ing are a number of these comments: 

Voting in favor of a selection and op- 
posing any special consideration of the 
problem, a Rear Admiral says: 

“The system is under constant study 
by the Bureau of Navigation and im- 
provements of method introduced with 
their present law.” 

“Some form of promotion by selection 
is necessary by the officers not selected 
for promotion in the Navy should have 
an opportunity for selection in other 
branches of the Federal Service,” de- 
dares a Line Captain, who says he is 
not in favor of the present system. “This 
applies particularly to the lower grades.” 

“Believe fitness reports might be im- 
proved,” says a Line Captain in favor 
of selection, but desiring a Departmental 
joard restudy. “Would suggest fitness 
reports be submitted by all seniors hav- 
ing direct knowledge—such as Captain, 
Executive, Head of Department, ete., 
for watch oflicer on large ship.” 

Favoring a restudy by a special board, 
aComander writes: “Some system where 
tlimination is positive and for cause. 
Remaining a lieutenant for some 17 
years didn’t discourage Farragut. Nat- 
wal attraction will average normal over 
4 life time.” 

“Tam a firm believer in promotion 
by selection but the present system is so 
drastic and forced attrition so high that 
excellent officers are forced to retire,” 
slates another Commander. “If continued 
present system will undermine moruafie 
of Service.” 

“Selection to Admiral only,” advocates 
iother three striper. “Modified selection 


in lower grades, with the unfit being 
weeded out. All other officers should be 
selected for a first and second ‘line’. 


First line officers will be assigned to 1st 
line combatant ships. Second line offli- 
fers will be assigned to second line ships, 
hon-combatant types and to shore duty, 
billets, but not retired till 35 years’ ser- 
tee, Second line officers not eligible to 
further promotion.” 

“Captains in the Navy when retired 
should be given the rank and title of

“Retired list must be cut down,” an- 
other Lieutenant Commander who op- 
poses the present system writes, “Only 
very poor officers should be eliminated. 
Reduce number of Midshipman rather 
than kick out good oflicers.” 

A Lieutenant Commander, voting for 
the present system, declares: “I favor 
frank selection OUT for grade of lieu- 
tenant. The present system for promo 
tion to grades of lieutenant commander, 
commander, and captain; captain to rear 


admiral by seniority; rigid and drastic 
selection from lower to upper half of 
rear admiral grade. In all cases medical 
selection first and regular boards not to 
consider physical qualifications.” 

“The question cannot be solved by 
muthematics,” states a Lieutenant Com 
mander. “Il favor selection out in lower 


grades and selection both wp and out of 
about 10% in all grades. But the per 
centage cannot be definitely fixed by 
mathematics.” 

“Use Reserve oflicers on active duty in 
lowest grades,” says a Lieutenant. “Kach 
Regular officer should have opportunity 
to reach commander grade.” 

“Present system should be made more 
drastic and selective,” writes a Lieu- 
tenant, “whereas at present it is rather 
eliminative.” 

Voting “Yes” to question No. 1, a Lieu- 
tenant urges provision for: “Privilege of 
voluntary retirement if passed over, or 
remaining in service as now provided 
until retired by law.” 

“Everybody can’t be Admirals, Cap- 
tains, etc., and those of us who miss 
shout Foul while the winners cry Deal,” 
says a Lieutenant who favors the pres- 
ent situation. 

Another Lieutenant urges provision 
for retirement pay, “which would enable 
an otlicer to devote himself to the ser- 
vice, rather than worry about his fu 
ture job for four five years before 
retirement.” 

“Changes should be made along lines 
indicated by Admiral Sims, together 
with change in policy to cause less dras- 
tic elimination in lower ranks,” writes 
another two striper. “Consider some 
stagnation in peace time preferable to 
present policy. Specialization should not 
he penalized.” 

“I think present legislation discrimi- 
nates against the Naval Academy grad- 
uate not selected in that these officers 
must wait 21 years to retire whereas 
non-graduates may accept positions and 
retire at any time,” writes a Lieutenant 
who has been passed over. 

“Prevent access of selection board to 
officer's physical and medical records up 
for selection,” urges a junior Lieutenant. 
“Selection for promotion shoud be in- 
fluenced by professional ability alone.” 
“Officers not selected should be allowed 

retire, if they so desire, prior to 


to 











completion of 14 (or 21) years of ser- 
vice, thus allowing them to obtain a 
position in civil life if opportunity 
offers,” says another Lieutenant (jg). 

“Would like to see a little more se- 
curity in future Naval careers and a 
little less ‘lopularity contest’ selection,” 
writes another junior Lieutenant. 

“Better provision should be made for 
those forced out when 30 to 40 years 
old—a time of high financial respon- 
sibilty, yet, old for starting in civilian 
life,” declares a junior grade Lieutenant. 

“Clause 16 of Marine Corps should be 
eliminated at once,” declares a Marine 
general officer who otherwise favors the 
present situation. 

Opposing the present system, a Colonel 
urges modification as follows: “Seniority 
thru Captains grade (Marine) with 
elimination of unfit, 14 selection and 34 
seniority, to Major; % selection and % 
seniority to Lieutenant Colonel; selec- 
tion to Colonel and above.” 

“Promotion by seniority with annual 
elimination under rigid rules of pro- 
cedure,” declares a Lieutenant Colonel. 

“Promotion under present Army 
system,” proposes a passed-over Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, 

“In peace time there is not an oppor- 
tunity for all officers to distinguish 
themselves on an equal basis for selec- 
tion up,” writes a Major. “On the other 
hand lack of interest or other disquali- 
fications are evident. Any selection 
should be OUT—not up, to and including 
the rank of Colonel.” 

“It to me that the more this 
question is agitated the more harm will 
accrue,” says another Major. “My idea 
that things should be left as now 
existing.” 

“Provide vacancies of 14 per rank per 
year by selection out and retirement of 
obviously unfit, plus normal attrition,” 
urges a Marine Captain. “Fill 50% va- 
cancies by selection for promotion of 
outstanding. Fill remaining 50% by 
seniority from list less those selected 
up or out.” 

“The present Army promotion system,” 
says a passed-over Marine Corps 
Captain. 

“Ilave selection boards composed of 
impartial persons who consider only the 
service records of the officers under con- 
sideration,” writes a First Lieutenant 
who was selected for Captain. 

“Too many appointments to Academy 
and too junior officers to find places for, 
results in too many good trained men 
being forced to retire while in prime,” 
states a senior Chaplain. “There is no 
assurance that efficiency will be recog- 
nized and rewarded,” 
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“Cut out the selections for Rear Ad- 
miral,” urges a Supply Corps Com- 
mander, “Captains trimming for Ad- 


miral run everybody crazy around them, 
make unhappy ships and inefficient ones. 
Elimination should be made early.” 

Another’ three striper Paymaster 
favors the present system saying: “No 
system would be perfect. Present system 
hurts some but benefits majority or helps 
flow of promotion.” 

“For Medical Corps, the Army sys- 
tem” says a Commander of that Corps, 
“Selection for duty has always been in 
operation to benefit favorites. Provide a 
referee for every Board.” 

“General MacArthur’s remarks on 
promotion in general are considered 
sound,” says senior medical officer who 
was recently selected, “The principle in- 
volved should be applied to Navy pro- 
motion.” 


Line Selection Board 
The Navy Department announced this 
week that the Line Selection Board now 
in session will select lieutenant com 
manders for promotion to commander 
instead of 56 as originally announced. 
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Saluting Ammunition 

In an effort to determine whether or

The Secretary of the Navy announced 
this week that the midshipmen’s practice 
squadron consisting of the USS 
Wyoming and USS Arkansas will be 
augmented this year by the USS Texas 
from the Fleet. The Texas will arrive 
in Hampton Roads on or about May 1 
and upon the completion of the summer 
cruise of the midshipmen will rejoin the 
Fleet in the Pacific, 
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Merchant Marine Research 


The need for ye? research Was 
stressed by Rear Adm. George H. Rock, 
(OC), USN-Ret., in his report as presi- 


dent of the Ame ric an Society of Marine 
Kk ngineers. 

“It has been stated heretofore, and | 
can only repeat,” Admiral Rock said. 
“that there exists an outstanding pub- 
lie need for a research on a large 
scale into the economies of shipping. The 
problems are numerous and they present 
great complexity, so that I venture to 


suggest the research can be conducted 
to advantage only by a governmental 
agency or by the endowment of a re- 


search agency under one of the larger 
universities. Such a research should in- 
clude all phases of water transport, its 
mechanics as well as its relationship 
with other transportation and with busi- 
ness in general. 

“The shipowner interests himself in 
the performance of his ship as a whole 
from an economic standpoint, and this 
phase of the question has been studied 
extensively. However, the larger aspects 
of the problem, if broadly developed, 
might conceivably affect the conclusions 
in this regard, and it is with this phase 
of the research that the naval architect 
will be concerned. 

“This proposed research becomes of 
almost immediate importance for the 
reason that practically all of the ocean- 
going general cargo ships under the 
American flag are from among those 
built during the war. On January 1, 
1934, there were 790 freighters actually 
in service in our coastwise and foreign 
trade fleet of which 640 were built dur- 
ing the war program. ‘These ships soon 
will have to be replaced. Many of them 
already are economically unsatisfactory. 
These latter will require replacement at 
a comparatively early date, while all 
must be -replaced soon. 

“The problem here that confronts the 
naval architect and ship-builder is to 
design and construct cargo ships to re- 
place these obsolete vessels, that will be 
able to compete in the world market for 
cargoes. 

“Also a study of the phase of the 
shipping problem as affecting the na- 
tional defense, and of the needs of the 
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defense and of its wartime 
effect on shipping, wou'd constitute 
au iv portant phase of the proposed re 


search,” 


ROA Supports Defense Funds 


A plea to make the National Defense 
Act “a fact instead of a theory” was 
made by Lt. Col, Frank EB. Lowe, FA- 
Res., National President of the Reserve 
Officers Association of the United 
States, in testimony he gave before the 
Appropriations subcommittee on Army 
Colonel Lowe pointed out to the 
committee that the “appropriations set 
the first session of the present 
Congress implemented the National De- 
fense Act of 1920, in itself set up as an 
irreducible minimum for land defense, 
to exactly 48 per cent of the original 
provisions of the Act.” 

ixtracts from the program presented 
to the committee by Colonel Lowe fol- 
low: 

Redgular Army 

“That the enlisted personnel be main- 
tained at the irreducible minimum of 
165,000, with the necessary increase in 
grades and ratings to accommodate this 
increase provided for in the last session. 

“A commissioned personnel of not less 
than 14,000, realizing that failure to 
maintain the officer personnel at this 
figure affects most adversely the train- 
ing and instruction of the civilian com- 
ponents. 

National Guard 

“That a minimum strength of 210,000 
be maintained. Although the last ses- 
sion authorized an increase in the en- 
listed personnel from 190,000 to 195,000, 
with the understanding that this 5,000 
increase would be maintained annually 
until a strength of 210,000 had been 
reached, it is to be regretted that ap- 
propriations were not made by Congress 
to accomplish the legislation. 

Organized Reserves 

We rest our case upon the testimony 
of the then Chief of Staff of the Army 
before your Committee, that each year 
every Reserve Officer of the combatant 
arms should be trained for a minimum 
of 14 days on an active duty basis, and 
the Reserve Officers of the services 
should be trained not less than once in 
every three years. In this connection, 
we call your attention to the present 
condition wherein Reserve Officers are 
receiving active duty training on an 
average of once in 4.6 years in the com- 
batant arms; once in 8.7 years in the 
services; or an average of once in 5.5 
years.

This Act is now a law, but only in 
theory in that appropriations have 
never been made to accomplish its pur- 
pose. The Bill as finally passed by 
Congress provides for the annual selec- 
tion of 1,000 Reserve Officers, R.O.T.C. 
graduates, for one year of active duty 
training with the Regular Army. At the 
completion of the year of duty 50 of the 
officers will be selected for permanent 


commissions in the Regular Army. 
“We urge that this Act be imme- 
diately implemented to the end that 


thorough experiment may be made of 
this means of providing officer person- 
nel of the Regular Army from civilian 
life. 
Reserve Officers Training Corps 

“We urge that appropriations for this 
year be suflicient to continue this ac- 
tivity at least on no lower basis than 
last year, and especially that there be 
no curtailment in the six-weeks’ period 
of active duty training which supple- 
ments the theoretical work of the col- 
lege courses. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps 

“We invite attention to the present 
circumstances throughout the world 
and urge an appropriation to train 50,- 
000 of these young men this year, and 
further urge that every effort be made 
to establish this as a minimum continu- 
ing policy. 

Air Corps 

“We urge the necessity of providing 

for an annual procurement of a mini- 
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mum of 800 completely equipped planes 
in order that within a reasonably short 
time an effective and balanced force of 
not less than 2,500 combat planes may 
be available to the Army. We also in- 
vite attention to the statements pre- 
viously made by the War Department 
to the effect that a flying officer of the 
Reserve component should receive not 
less than 72 hours flying instruction per 
year. We request sufficient funds to in- 
sure the training of every Reserve pilot 
every year for not less than 14 days’ 
active duty training with full pay and 
allowances 
gether with what the War Department 
believes to be a reasonable and proper 
amount of training for nonflying Re- 
serve Officers.” 





Foreign Service for Warrants 

During the current year there will 
be a number of Warrant Officers return- 
ing from foreign service. Warrant Offi- 
cers in the United States who desire a 
tour of duty in Hawaii, Panama and the 
Philippines should make application 
therefor direct to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, War Department, Washington, 
I). ©. With the establishment of the 
new Philippine Government the oppor- 
tunity to go to the Philippines may 
soon be curtailed. Within a short time 
the examination scheduled for the ap- 
pointment of Warrant Officers to fill 
vacancies in the grade will result in 
additional eligibles for duty outside the 
continental limits. With a view to ful- 
filling as far as possible the expressed 
wishes of this personnel, and in order 
that priority of consideration may be 
given warrant officers now in the ser- 
vice, it is advisable that application vol- 
unteering for foreign service be made as 
soon as practicable. 


GHO AF Trade Specialists 

Maj. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, com- 
manding general of the General Head- 
quarters Air Force, has issued a memo- 
randum aimed to improve the distribu- 
tion of trade specialists in the Force. 

“1. The attention of wing comman- 
ders,” the memorandum states, “is in- 
vited to the faulty distribution of en- 
listed men shown in the recent reports 
‘Distribution of enlisted men by trade 
qualification.” In many instances, group 
reports show the assignment of a sur- 
plus number of key specialists to certain 
units, while a shortage of the same type 
of specialist exists in other units of the 
group. Such distribution fails to make 
the most effective use of personnel. It 
should be corrected in view of the cur- 
rent shortage of trained specialists. 

“2. It is directed that every effort be 
made to correct these over-ages and 
shortages by the transfer of personnel 
between units. In order to facilitate 
such transfers, wing commanders and 
group commanders are authorized to 
change the interior distribution of grades 





and ratings within units under their 
control, so long as totals allotted in let- 


ter, The Adjutant General’s Office, file 
AG 221 (8-22-35) Mise. (Ret)-MC, sub- 
ject ‘Allotment of Grades and Specialists 
Ratings for Enlisted Men,’ dated Aug. 
22. 1935, are not exceeded. In cases 
where such changes are made this head- 
quarters will be notified.” 


Retired Officers 


Representative Smith of Virginia has 
introduced a bill, (TTR 9677) which was 
referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs, to amend current law so as to 
provide : 

Tiereafter the President be, and he is 
hereby, authorized, by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate, to transfer to the active 
list of the Army any promotion-list officer 
under fifty years of age and with the rank 
not above that of captain who may have 
been transferred heretofore or who may be 
transferred hereafter for physical disability 
from the active to the retired list of the 
Army by action of any retiring board: Pro- 
vided, That such officer shall be transferred 
to the place on the promotion list which he 
would have had if he had not been retired, 
and shall be carried as an additional num- 
ber in the grade to which he may be trans- 


incident to his grade, to- | 





ferred or at any time thereafter promoted: 
Provided further, That such officers shal 
stand a satisfactory medical and professionaj 
examination for promotion as now provided 
by law: And provided further, That the 
authorized number of promotion-list officers 
in all grades is and shall be increased by 
the number of officers carried as additions! 
numbers as herein provided. 





Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federg| 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended January 8, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2. 
480,000,000, a decrease of $8,000,000 
compared with the preceding week and 
an incrense of $16,000,000 compared 
with the corresponding week in 1935. 

On January 8 total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,476,000,000, a de.

With the subject of hours of credit as- 
suming additional importance through 
recently announced policies regarding 
such credits for reappointment much in- 
terest will be shown in a new letter, sent 
out this week by the Adjutant General's 
office, setting up a uniform system of 
creditors for military work. 


Previous letters on this subject (dated 
May 25, 1931, Oct. 31, 1983 and Nov. 15, 
1983) have been rescinded.

It is desired that all reports 
of hours of credit earned by Reserve 
officers, including those reports rendered 
by officers on procurement planning duty 
and other officers not under the jurisdic- 
tion of corps area headquarters, be ren- 
dered to the commanding general of the 
corps area having administrative juris- 
diction over the Reserve officer on 
whom report is rendered. There is no 
objection to the officer rendering the 
report furnishing a copy thereof, for 
those in the A. & S. A. Group, to the 
chief of arm or service concerned. If a 
copy is furnished to the chief of arm or 
service the original rendered to the corps 
area commander should bear a notation 
to that effect. ( connection with re- 
ports of credit fu™ished prior to reap- 
pointment, reference is made to Para- 
graph 28%, AR 140-5, dated April 16, 
1931). 

“Credits will not be awarded for ac- 
tivities other than those listed unless 
approved by The Adjutant General in 
advance of the performance of the work 
for which it is recommended that credits 
be allowed. Corps Area Commanders and 
Chiefs of Arms or Services in submitting 
to The Adjutant General requests for 
such approval should furnish full infor-

Utilization of Regular Navy officers 
retired for service ineligibility for pro- 
motion with active drilling units of the 
Naval Reserve was pro’ this week 
to the special House subcommittee con- 
sidering expansion and reorganization 
of the Naval Reserve. 

Representative Darden, Dem. of Va., 
a member of the Delaney subcommittee 
and himself a retired Marine Corps Re- 
servist, put forward the proposal Jan. 
16 during the testimony of Rear Adm. 
Adolphus Andrews, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation. 

“What do you think, Admiral,” he 
asked, “of assigning to the Naval Re- 
serve the large number of officers who 
will be retired at a comparatively early 


ave in order to make room for those 
below them’? Otherwise, we will build 


up the retired list to quite a size and 
open it to attack. Why not transfer 
these officers—those who are fit, not offi- 
cers retired for age or physical dis- 
ability—to the Reserve: You want to 
increase the number of officers in the 
Reserve, obtain trained men for the 
purpose, and here will be a large num- 
ber of suitable officers, who otherwise 
will be doing nothing.” 
“That question is being 
serious consideration at 
time, very serious study 
Department and the General Board,” 
replied Admiral Andrews. “I would 
hesitate to express an opinion in the 
matter at this time. Of course, the re- 
tired list is already a reserve. Assign- 
ing retired officers to Reserve units pre- 
sents many complications as to pay, ete.” 
“Of course, if retired officers perform 
duty with Reserve units,” replied Con- 
gressi~an Darden, “they should receive 
some extra compensation for their Re- 
serve duties in addition to their retired

pay. I think we should give serious con- 
sideration to the matter.” 
Admiral Andrews told the subcom- 


mittee of the desires of the President 
us to building up the Reserve. He said 
that President Roosevelt was keenly in- 
terested in the Reserve ané@desired to 
see it increased to about 16,000 officers 
and 150,000 to 160,000 men, He said 
the President wanted to inerease the 
Naval ROTC from 1,200 to 2,400, and 
also proposed the annual training of 
about a 1,000 college students to fit them 
to be Reserve officers. The students 
would be selected from colleges at which 
there are no ROTC units and would be 
given a six weeks’ training course at the 
Naval Academy or a Naval Training 
Station in the summer following their 
sophomore year, and then a cruise of 
like duration after their junior year. 
The President also approved an in- 
crease in ten men per unit of the Re- 
serve, Admiral Andrews said, some 
training for personnel of the Merchant 
Marine, and also the training of Naval 
Reservists in the Middle West aboard 
vessels of the Fleet. He said that an 
increase of $1,200,000 in the Naval Re- 


serve budget estimates had been ap- 
proved to carry out these increases. 
Both Admiral Andrews and Capt. W. 


0. Spears, USN, Director of Naval Re- 
serve Personnel, who followed him on 


the witness stand, made a point to bring 
up the question of administration of the 
Naval Reserve. Anticipating that later 
on Naval Reserve officers will ask for 
more self-government, through the crea- 
tion of a Naval Reserve Bureau or other 
means, they presented arguments against 
such a move, declaring that the Reserve 
wus an integral part of the Navy and 
that the maintenance of a Reserve bu- 
reau in time of peace would result in 
delay in absorbing it in war-time. 

Brig. Gen. R. P. Williams, USMC, in 
charge of the Marine Corps Reserve, 
also testified Jan. 16. He said that Ma- 
rine Corps Headquarters had dissented 
from one of the recommendations of the 
Naval Reserve Board, a proposal to pay 
ex-enlisted men $25 a year to keep en- 
rolled in the Service without training, 
declaring that tests had showed that 
they could mobilize a large portion of 
ex-Marines without this payment being 
necessary. 

The report of the Nichols Reserve 
Board, which met last spring, was pre- 





sented te the committee and made pub- 
lic. It recommends the following: 

Designation of the active drilling units 
of the present Fleet Reserve as the 
“National Naval Reserve” and “National 
Marine Corps Reserve” to distinguish 
them from the transferred enlisted man 
class. 


Additional officers in the grades of 
captain and commander. 
Age in grade retirement for Naval 


Reserve officers. 

Modified retirement pay for Naval Re- 
serve officers who have long continuous 
service on active duty. 

Organization of an enlisted Merchant 
Marine Reserve, and regular drills and 
active duty training for officers and men 
of this branch. 


Regular training for officers of the 
Volunteer Reserve. 
Increase of organized units of the 


Reserve from % men to 76 per division. 

Provide more training facilities such 
as Eagle boats and other vessels for 
week-end cruises. 

Maintenance of the administration of 
the Reserve in its present set-up under 
the Bureau of Navigation and Marine 
Corps Tleadquarters. 

That 20,000 officers and 190,000 men 
are needed for the Naval Reserve and 
3.500 officers and 44,000 men for the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve, but that only 80 
per cent of this strength need to be en- 
rolled in time of peace. 

That enlisted men of the Regular Navy 
should be transferred to the Fleet Re- 
serve after 20 years’ service on one-third 
puy instead of half pay, and receive 
one-half pay on retirement at 30 years’ 
total service. In this connection, it is 
planned that men now in the Navy re- 
tain the benefit of transferring on half- 





pay at 20 years in proposed legislation 
drafted at the Department. 


CCC Shows Army’s Readiness 

The success of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps has attracted attention to 
the American Army’s readiness to per- 
form important tasks incidental to 
emergencies of peace, it is pointed out 
in the War Department’s section of the 
report of Mr. Robert Fechner, director 
of Emergency Conservation Work, made 


public this week. 

The Army’s section of the report 
points out that even before legislation 
was introduced the War Department 


had undertaken a study in preparation 
of handling a task such as the one under 
discussion. The result was that when 
the CCC was actually ordered into ex- 
istence the Army was fully cognizant of 
the problems involved and prepared to 
undertake the handling of it. 

“The success of the War Department 
effort,” the report stated, “has been due 
to its sound organization into 9 corps 
areas and to the decentralization of the 
task to the 9 corps area commanders. 
Kach commander had the necessary staff 
and troops and was given the necessary 
authority to fulfill the mission assigned 
to him. As early emergency conditions 
passed, the burden has been turned over 
more and more to Reserve officers and 
leaders developed from the enrollees. 

“Too great a tribute cannot be paid to 
the officers and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army who with grand enthusi- 
asm, energy, and loyalty initiated 
work of organization, the occupation of 
the first work projects and successfully 
met the diflicult problems of administra- 
tion and supply then obtaining to give
